BILLS INTRODUCED IN THE HOUSE. 

Wasurneton, D. C., April 27.—In the House 
to-day, a number of bills were introduced in the 
morning hour, anda bill taking the coastwise 
and lake trade out of the operation of the 
Shipping Commissioners act, Five financial 
bills were introduced. One by Judge Poland, of 
Vermont, providing for free banking aod the re- 
demption of National Bank notes, sud a speedy 
return to specie payments. 

The following is asynopsis. It represents the 
essential features of the compromige proposed 
by Eastern men: .

Sec. 8 provides 
that, as fast as the circulation is issued to the 
banks, 50 per cent of the amount shall be retired 
in greenbacks. until the amount of greenbacks 
shall be reduced to . 50,000,000. See. 4 author- 
izes the issue of $400,000,000 of United States 
bonds, at 5 per cent, for twenty years, or 46 per 
cent for thirty years, to be used execjusively for 
retirmg greenbacks, and provides that every 
holder of greenbacks may exchange the same 
for such bonds, and all greenbacis thus ex- 
changed to be canceled Sec, 6 vides 
that after July 1, 1875,. the, vern- 
ment shall pay all United State notes in 
coin, on presentation, and that o 
custom duties may be paid in United States 
notes. Sec. 6 furbids the 280 of interes 
by National Banks to other National Baaks on 
posits, except by banks acting: ag redeeming 
agents for other banks, and then only to the 
amount that the law authorizes them to keep as 
their reserve in the hands of such redeeming 
agents.

FINANCIAL MISMANAGEMENT. 

The New York Herald calls attention to the 
financial management of the affairs of the United 
States and that of Great Britain. The British 
Government, for tbe year 1874-5, estimated ite 
expenditures at £75,000,000, or 6363. 000, 000. 


The English Government, however, include in 


this a surplus revenue to apply on the public 
debt. The actual expenditure will be about 
£78,000,000. Taking, however, the whole of the 
estimate, and comparing it with that of the Seo- 
retary of the Treasury, we find that the Ameri- 
can Secretary asked for $319,000,000 to meet ex- 
penditures, or only $44,000,000 less than that of 
Great Britain. There has been some idle 
talk im Congress about reducing expend- 
itures, but the appropriations including 
future deficiency bills will probably equal 
the Secretary’s estimate. The British charge 
for interest on the public debt is $129,000,000; 
that of the United States, $93,000,000. Deduct- 
ing these sums from the annual expenditure for 
1874-5, we have the United States expending for 
ordinary affairs $221,000,000, and Great Britain 
$234,000,000. Leaving out the interest on the 
national debt, Great Britain expends but $13,- 
000,000 a year more than the United States. She 
has an army about four times as great as that of 
the United States, and a navy which is the finest 


in the world, while we have but a skeleton es- | 


tablishment. She maintains governments in the 
various quarters of the globe; supports an im- 
mense and costly royal establishment, and has a 
civil pension list which is unknown to our sys- 


produces one-third of ber revenue from a 
tariff on a few articles, another third from 
the tax on domestic spirits, and the balance 
from stamps and other direct taxes. We have 
an immense and very costly revenue system, and 
extraordinary rates of taxation, and produce less 
revenue. The marked difference between the 
two systems is that taxation in Great Britain is 
to produce revenue, while taxation in the United 
States is to prevent revenue and restrict produe- 
tion. But the reader will readily understand 
that there must be some radical defect or mus- 
management somewhere when the ordinary 
annual expenditures of the. Government of the 
United States, without an army or navy, equals 
that of the Government of Great Britain. 


. FRENCH SOCIAL STATISTICS. 

There is some truth it cannot be doubted in 
Malthus’ theory of population ; still, it.is safe to 
say that neither Malthus nor any other writer 
or statistician has yet formulated the law of the 
increase of the human family with any great 
degree of exactness. Much as has been done 
in this branch of social science, much 
remains to be done. Malthus contended that 
population always and everywhere tends to 
outrun the means of subsistence; and, 


nation is followed by a more than proportionate 
increase in the population. It has been urged, 
even by him and his disciples, that there is but 
little present hope of improving the condition of 
the great mass of mankind, for the reason that 
they will insist on peopling up” to, and even 
beyond, the actual supply of food. This is true, 
too, under certain conditions. Unqualified Mal- 
thusianism is, however, fast losing ground among 
students of the facts of population. It is be- 
coming daily more apparent that population is 
not a question simply of food and animal instinct. 
It is a problem with a great many, of what 
mathematicians call unknown and variable quan- 
tities in it, and is affected largely by a people's 
education, by the ideas current among them, by 
their standard of comfort, by climate, by 
their stage of morality, etc., etc. So far is it 
from true that an increase in national wealth 
implies an increase in population, that it would 
seem the former may increase while the latter 
diminishes. It will not be questioned, we think, 
that the wealth of France has been continually 
increasing. Statistics show, on the other hand, 
that its population has been decreasing. Leav- 
ing Alsace and Lorraine entirely out of the ques- 
tion, France has lost during the past five years, 
in round numbers, 367,000 of her population; 
and not by emigration, for the French are 
proverbially stay-at-home bodies. Were it not 
for an accession of some 60,000 inhabitants of 
the two provinces taken by Germany, the loss 
would be 427,000. The following figures show

If the diminution of population were at- 
tended by the moral improvement and so- 
cial amelioration of the people, it might 
be considered a gain. Such is not the cage, 
however. Culpable luxury, the natural love 
of ease, extravagance generally, these are 
the causes why there are yearly fewer French- 
men.in the world. The evil has spread 
not only to the middle classes, but even to the 
peasantry. The peasant families of France do 
not want large families; their existence would 
entail the too minute division of the little land 
they own, after their decease, asit is divided 
up among their children. 

The population of the country is recruited for 
the most part from the classes that live from 
hand to mouth. The wealth that ought to go 
to the rearing and educating of children is spent 
in drevs, in wine, in feasting, at the theatre aud 
the opera. The statistics relating to the popu- 
lation of France teach a few good iessons,—les- 


sons which America would do well to ponder. , 4

When the career of an 
Oakes Ames is to be condoned, it is fitting that 
Butler should do the job. He is ingenious, and 
ingenuity is the quality needed. But when the 
life of Charles Sumner is to be reviewed, this 
knack of slurring over the truth is not needed. 
Now this is ths sole distinctive qualification the 
„Essex County statesman” possesses. He 
can defend a bad cause better, perhaps, than 
any other Cc man. Many others can 
defend a good cause better. He is 
smart, but so are others. He became an 
Abolitionist when it paid to be one, but others 
were in the Abolition ranks long before that 
time. Hecomes from Massachusetts, but so do 
others, and the others number among them some 
of Mr. Sumner’s most trusted Friends, while 
Butler was his enemy.

Science has taken an unexpected turn,—broken 
out in a new place, as it were. Just as the whole 
country was looking up from a perusal of Dr. 
Brown-Sequard’s lectures on the nerves, wonder- 
ing what condition of happiness or misery they 
could think themselves into, out comes Prof. 
Fairman Rogers, of Philadelphia, with a new 
machine. Philadelphia has a tremendous job on 
hand, and we naturally look for something great 
as a consequence of any effort on her part. 
Even under these circumstances, the world 
was hardly prepared for the great scientific dis- 
covery of Prof. Fairmun Rogers, of Philadel-
